All  activities  for  the  week  on 
Brigham  Young  University  cam- 
pus have  been  cvancelled  due  to 
a decision  hapded  down  from 
the  University  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, Monday,  because  of  the  flu 
epidemic. 

An  appeal  has  been  made  by 
Studentbody  President  Webb 
Crockett,  to  the  board  to  con- 
tinue certain  activvities. 

Wilkinson  Files 
Suit  for  Claims 
On  Income  Tax 

Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  pres- 
ident of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity, has  filed  a suit  in  U.S. 
Court  of  Claims  seeking  the  re- 
turn of  $91,283  for  overpayment 
of  federal  income  taxes. 

Wilkinson  claimes  he  and  his 
wife  in  1951  claimed  contribu- 
tions amounting  to  $189,993  as 
deductions  from  an  adjusted 
gross  income  of  $1,266,625. 

The  president  and  his  wife 
said  contributions  totaling  $203,- 
243  were  made  to  BYU  and  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints, 

The  suit  contends  that  in  1954 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
told  the  Wilkinsons  that  $152,- 
115  of  the  claimed  deduction 
had  been  disallowed  and  the 
government  asked  for  $78,842 
in  taxes  owed  plus  $11,440  in 
interest. 

The  recovery  of  this  amount 
is  the  object  of  the  suit  filed  by 
the  plaintiffs. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  headed  a Wash- 
ington law  firm  which  suscess- 
fully  represented  several  west- 
ern tribes  of  Indians  in  suits 
seeking  treaty  payments  from 
the  federal  government  in  1951 
before  he  assumed  the  presi- 
dency of  BYU. 


A meeting  was  scheduled  for 
oMnday  evening  to  discuss  the 
appeal.

According  to  Dr.  Robert  West 
of  BYU  Health  Center,”  the  flu 
is  picking  up  and  is  spreading.” 
Fourteen  hundred  cases  have 
been  reported.  Students  are  ur- 
ged to  get  plenty  of  rest,  drink 
plenty  of  fluids  and  to  contact 
the  Health  Center  for  medica- 
tion. According  to  West,  all  cas- 
es vary,  but  the  fever  lasts  from 
3 to  5 days  and  students  are  gen- 
erally weak  for  7 to  8 days.

Sputnik’'  Dazzles  World

-MOSCOW — INS  — Russian  sci- 
entists Monday  turned  to  talk 
of -new  victories  in  the  race  for 
space  as  their  Earth-satellite 
“Sputnik-1”  whizzed  past  the 
million  mile  mark  and  contin- 
ued  chewing  up  space  eat  near- 
ly 18-.000  miles  ah  hour. 

The  performance  of  the  Sput- 
nik drew  nary  a word  of  dis- 
appointment from  Soviet  scien- 
tists who  hurled  ther  134 -pound 
t>:ibv  moon  into  the  heavens 
Friday. 

Draws  Predictions 
In  fact  the  success  of  Sput- 
nik-1 drew  quick  predictions  of 
satellites  which  would  hot  only 
go  trp  to  circle  the  earth,  but 
lyoulri  return,  without  disinte-  j 
grating — and  of  others  - that 
would  land  on  the  moon. 

And  there  were  ominous  words 
too,  for  the  West,  from  Soviet 
scientist  Maj.  Gen.  G.  I.  Pok- 


rowsky  He  sai-d  the  rocket 
which  hurled  "Sputnik- 1 into  its 
earth-circling  orbit  more  than 
500  miles  up  was  more  power- 
ful than  the  Intercontinental 
Ballistic  Bissile  launched  by 
the  Russians  in  August 


Smart  Russ 

The  propaganda  value  of  Sput-  ] 
nik-l  was  not  being  permitted: 
to  slip  by  Pravda.  acidly  com-j 
mented  that  the  “much  publi-i 
cized  U.S.  Earth  satellite  is  yet' 
to  be  launched,  and  challeng- 1 
ed: 


“Our  satellite  is  flying,  try 
and  catch  up  with  it.” 


Sightings  have  been  reported 
in  the  Voviet  Union,  Europe, 
Alaska,  and  Africa.  But  poor' 
weather  conditions  over  the 
USSR  Sunday  prevented  much 
of  the  nation  from  trying  to  get 
a look  at  Sputnik. 

Moscow  radio  said  the  satel-  j 
lite  has  shown  no  signs  of  slack- 
ening its  speed  and  its  radio 
equipment  was  functioning  nor- 
mally. Signals  picked  up  around 
the  world  confirmed  that  Sput- 
nik was  still  transmitting  loud- 
and-clear,  and  that  the  speed 
still  w'as  nearly  18,000  miles  an 
hour.
